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Salary talks off 
“at this time” 

The Faculty Association executive has decided “at this time” to adhere to a 
January resolution not to enter into discussion of 1980-81 salaries with the 
UVic administration before an agreement has been reached on the principle 
of binding arbitration. 

Association representatives will meet May 7 with representatives of the 
Board of Governors (BOG) in an attempt to draw up terms of reference for a 
joint committee. 

Dr. Sam Scully (Classics), outgoing president of the association, 
announced these decisions after an executive meeting April 29. 

Scully appeared before the BOG Feb. 18 to request that the association and 
the BOG agree to binding arbitration on salaries, beginning in 1981-82. He 
said after this meeting that if no agreement on the principle of binding 
arbitration is forthcoming, there would be no discussions on salary and fringe 
benefits this year. 

At its April 21 meeting, the BOG agreed to strike a committee with two 
BOG representatives and two association representatives. The first duty of 
the committee will be to draw up terms of reference. 

“We are uncertain at this time about what the committee’s task will be,” 
said Scully this week. “We are taking a ‘wait and see’ stand, and we will 
attend the committee meeting.” 

Scully said the association’s stand on salary discussions for this year 
“hinges to some extent on the terms of reference of the joint committee.” 

He said the association is not asking the BOG to accept binding arbitra¬ 
tion on salary talks for this year. “Agreement in principle means basically 
that and carries no commitment to acceptance of the final proposal. Both 
parties would reserve the right to refuse the final proposal.” 

While there are other basic issues, Scully said the central key for the 
association is that across-the-board increases be subject to binding 
arbitration. 

He said the association is keeping in mind the effect of salary increases on 
other areas of the university and on faculty members themselves. “Binding 
arbitration is working in many other universities including UBC and SFU, 
and it is bringing the two sides closer together,” he said. 

He said the system now in effect at UVic for salary discussions is “collec¬ 
tive supplication” where the two sides meet and then the BOG decides on the 
salary increases. “The present system in the eyes of many has become a waste 
of time and is frustrating for faculty members,” he said. 

The association has prepared a historical report on salary increases at 
UVic during the 1970s and has presented the report to the UVic 
administration.

Fetch picks candidate 
for dean of education 


The Faculty of Education is now votinaon 
the candidacy of Dr. Arthur Kratznrann 
(CFMD) as Dean of Education and Dr. 
Bruce Howe (Physical Education) as Asso¬ 
ciate Dean. 

If they receive the endorsation of at least 
60 per cent of faculty members in Educa¬ 
tion and are ratified by the Board of Gover¬ 
nors, Kratzmann and Howe will each serve 
three-year terms, beginning July 1, 1980. 

Ballots in the ratification vote must be 
returned to Registrar Ron Ferry, no later 
than 4 p.m. May 16. 

In a letter to faculty members in the 
Faculty of Education, President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch explained why he has taken the 
“unusual action” of asking Kratzmann to 
serve as dean and Howe to serve as asso¬ 
ciate dean, each for a three-year period. 

“You are probably aware that the selec¬ 
tion committee for dean of the Faculty of 
Education was unsuccessful in- its attempt 
to find a dean for July 1, 1980,” he wrote. 

“ Since it appears the selection procedures 
have some serious weak points that require 
correction before being used again, the 
committee asked to be disbanded and 
advised me on a course of action.” 

Petch said he has also sought the advice 
of chairman of all departments in Educa¬ 
tion, the director of the School of Physical 
Education and Dr. Norma Mickelson who 
completes her five-year term as dean June 
30. 

“A solution is required that is effective 
for a minimum of two and preferably three 
years,” wrote Petch. “I have asked Dr. 
Arthur Kratzmann to serve as Dean and 
Dr. Bruce Howe to serve as Associate Dean, 
each for a three year term. 


A blooming sale 

About 5,000 plants, all of them at 
bargain prices, are on sale frorn 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. May 4 in the Old Gym. 

It’s the second annual Univer¬ 
sity Gardens plant sale organized 
by the University Garden Friends, 
a group of citizens who provide 
time, money and their talents to the 
development of the University 
Gardens on campus.

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Campus theatre lovers 
aid Bastion fund drive

The links between UVic and Victoria’s 
Bastion Theatre extend beyond the 
footlights. 

A number of faculty members and stu¬ 
dents at UVic have appeared regularly in 
Bastion productions, but there are other 
UVic connections, some behind the scenes. 

The Bastion, a popular professional 
theatre, has launched a three-year 
$500,000 fund-raising campaign to offset 
anticipated cutbacks of government subsi¬ 
dies, counter the effects of spiralling infla¬ 
tion and eliminate a deficit of $165,000. 

Heading up the fund-raising campaign 
is lawyer Maryla Waters, director of aural 
history for the British Columbia Legal His¬ 
tory Collection Project in the Faculty of 
Law at UVic. 

Patrons for this campaign incltide Dr. 
and Mrs. Howard Petch, Joseph Cunliffe, 
chairman of the UVic Board of Governors 
(BOG) and Hugh Stephens, former "mayor 
of Victoria and current BOG member. 

While she doesn’t appear on stage. 
Waters is an avid supporters of theatre in 
general and the Bastion in particular. She 
and Dr. Barbara McIntyre (Theatre) are on 
the Board of Directors of Bastion. 

‘T believe professional theatre enriches 
the community. One of the most remarka¬ 
ble things about Victoria is that a com¬ 
munity this size can sustain so much 
interest and involvement in the arts. 

Waters says she has been impressed by 
the quality of Bastion productions since 
coming to Victoria three years ago. “There 
are six productions each year and they are 
always highly professional and never 
dull.” 

Because the Bastion is a regional thea¬ 
tre, the aims are to appeal to a wide spec¬ 
trum and to challenge people, she says. 


“Under artistic director Edwin Stephen¬ 
son, the Bastion has achieved its aims.” 

In 10 years since becoming a profes¬ 
sional company, the Bastion’s subscrip¬ 
tion list has grown from 384 to 6,201. More 
than 110,000 people attended at least one of 
the Bastion programs last year. 

Included are 60,000 students in 200 
schools throughout British Columbia who 
attended presentations by the Bastion 
Youth Touring Company. 

Waters explains that despite the popu¬ 
larity of the Bastion, it cannot support 
itself through operating revenues. “We do 
cover production costs but this amounts to 
only $300,000 of our annual $750,000 
budget. If we had to cover all our costs, 
we’d have to charge $20 a ticket for 
productions.” 

A number of UVic faculty members 
including Carl Hare (Theatre), Anthony 
Jenkins (English) and John Krich (Thea¬ 
tre) have appeared in Bastion productions 
recently. Graduate students Jane Logie 
and the late Victor Bohlmann have also 
acted in Bastion productions. 

A special Bastion package for UVic 
theatre students was arranged last year 
and was “a tremendous success”, accord¬ 
ing to Waters. UVic graduate theatre stu¬ 
dents Michael Boucher and Marcus 
Campbell have done practicums as assist¬ 
ant directors at Bastion. 

“The Bastion is a vital part of the Victo¬ 
ria community and I am hoping that the 
UVic community supports the fund¬ 
raising campaign,” says Waters. “It is the 
only way that the future of the company 
will be assured.”

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Semester survey 
inconclusive 

Slightly rdore than 50 per cent of students 
surveyed this year by the Alma Mater 
Society (AMS) are in favor of the adoption 
of a semester system of classes at UVic. 

The AMS does not plan to recommend to 
Senate that a semester system be estab¬ 
lished at UVic however. AMS vice presi¬ 
dent Lorraine Osselton explains that the 
results of the survey “show no marked pref¬ 
erence either for the present system of 
classes or for the adoption of a semester 
system.” 

The AMS surveyed 273 students by tele¬ 
phone with survey questions established 
with the advice of members of the Depart¬ 
ment of Mathematics. In reply, 56.4 per 
cent of students were in favor of a semester 
system, 40.3 per cent were not in fayor and 
3.3 per cent were undecided. 


High school students 
attend symposium 


More than 100 top students from across 
British Columbia are now on campus for 
the 14th annual Humanities and Science 
Symposium sponsored by UVic and B.C. 
Tel. 

They were chosen from among 342 
applicants for the three-day symposium 
which ends May 3. The symposium pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for high school stu¬ 
dents in grades 11 and 12 to participate in 
discussions, present papers, meet UVic 
faculty members and sample life in an aca¬ 
demic community. 

Twenty four symposium participants 
were chosen to present papers on a wide 
variety of topics. Some of the titles include 
“Prison as a Reaction to Crime?”, “A Letter 
from Iran”, “Black Holes”, “Feeling the 
Blues”, “Homosexuality”, “How Biochem¬ 
istry Affects Human Behavior’’ and “The 
Life of a Teenage Girl During World War 
11 ”. 

Chairman of the organizing committee 
for the symposium is Dr. Richard Pearce 
(Education). Other members of the commit¬ 


tee are Dr. Tom Mace (Biology), Dr. Nelson 
Smith (English) and Margaret Dutton 
(Education) who is the symposium 
secretary. 

“We’ve had fantastic co-operation from 
faculty members throughout the university 
in judging entries and participating in the 
symposium,” says Pearce. 

Dr. Norma Mickelson, Dean of Educa¬ 
tion, officially opened the symposium May 
1. Prof. W.D. Valgardson (Creative Writ¬ 
ing) gives a presentation titled “The Lan¬ 
guage of Communication” at 11 a.m. today 
and members of the departments of Phys¬ 
ics and Chemistry provide their spectacu¬ 
lar “Scintillating Science” show at 3:30 
p.m. today. 

Prof. Constance Rooke (English) speaks 
on “Sugar, Spice and Arsenic: Stereotypes 
in Thinking About Women” at 7 p.m. 
today. 

Chancellor Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan 
speaks on “Energy Priorities and Expand¬ 
ing Horizons” May 3 at 11 a.m. in Room 168 
of the Elliott Building to wind up the event. 


Computer intelligence 
examined 


Artificial intelligence and communica¬ 
tions between man and his most sophisti¬ 
cated tool, the computer, are the major 
themes of more than 50 papers to be pres¬ 
ented at the third biennial conference of 
the Canadian Society for Computational 
Studies of Intelligence (CSCSI) to be held 
at UVic May 14, 15 and 16. 

Dr. Alan Tweedale, manager of the Aca¬ 
demic Systems division for computer- 
assisted research at UVic and Dr. Charles 
Morgan, professor of philosophy, are the 
UVic organizers of the conference. 

It is being held in cooperation with the 
Canadian Man-Computer Communica¬ 
tions Society, the Canadian Image Pro¬ 
cessing and Pattern Recognition Society 
and the University of Alberta. 

Image processing and pattern recogni¬ 
tion are two growing areas of. research in 
the field of artificial intelligence according 
to Tweedale and Morgan. 

“There are applications for this tech¬ 
nique in areas as diverse as medicine and 
nuclear physics,” says Morgan. “The rou¬ 
tine proceissof checking for cancerous cells 
in a pathology lab can be handled by pro¬ 
cessing the slides of tissue culture past a 
camera hooked into the computer. It may 
sound simple, but the computer must be 
taught to recognize a cancerous or pre- 
cancerous cell and interpret the camera 
image the way the human mind does.” 

Computers can also be taught to watch 
equipment in highly radioactive environ¬ 
ments, and respond to changes, he adds. 

Programming a computer to respond at 
this sophisticated level to visual input and 
make decisions is a form of artificial intelli¬ 
gence in some ways similar to human intel¬ 
ligence, Morgan suggests. 

The information human minds process 
is about 80 per cent from visual sources, he 
points out. Other areas of medical applica¬ 
tion include using the computer as a diag¬ 
nostic tool. 

“This application has real benefits in 
remote areas or emergency situations 
where paramedics are the only personnel 
available to respond immediately. The 
computer can be given the symptoms and 
return a diagnosis and suggest treatment 
to sustain life until a medical doctor can 
reach the scene.” 

Computers are also being used by philo¬ 
sophers for research in automated theorem 
proving. This is a technique that asks the 
computer to derive theorems from a set of 
axioms much the same way that a high 
school student would do in studying geome¬ 
try. The computer is also asked to do the 
reverse: to derive axioms from a theorem. 
The point, says Morgan, is to come up with 
new perspectives on logic, as well as new 
theorems and axioms. 

While some applications of computer 
research findings are immediately 
obvious, the more esoteric field of man- 
computer communication has broaden^ 


into subjects ranging from grammar to 
computers that talk back. 

“It would be very nice if you could talk to 
the computer, and it could talk to you,” 
says Morgan, “instead of having to use a 
keyboard and a written language. 
Researchers are trying to improve the abil¬ 
ity of computers to understand spoken 
language.” 

Part of the problem is that the computer 
takes things a bit too literally. “Out of 
sight, out of mind gets translated back by 
the computer as invisible idiot,” laughs 
Morgan. 

But in areas of basic linguistic research, 
the use of computers to compile dictionar¬ 
ies and analyze the basic rules of language 
are well advanced, notes Tweedale, point¬ 
ing to the work of Dr. Jean-Paul Vinay at 
the Lexicographical Research Centre at 
UVic. 

The Canadian Information Processing 
Society’s annual conference will also be 
held in Victoria May 12 to May 14 in con¬ 
junction with the CSCSI meeting. 


Law building 
on schedule? 

The Faculty of Law can look for- 
ward-to starting classes in its new 
building in the fall, according to an 
“optimistic” forecast by Adminis¬ 
trative Vice-President Dean Trevor 
Matthews. 

Replying to a question at the 
April 21 meeting of the Board of 
Governors, Matthews said it will be 
a “tight squeeze” but he is optimis¬ 
tic that construction on the new 
building going up outside the Ring 
Road across from the Sedgewick 
Building will be completed in 
August. 

When classes start in the fall 
“there possibly will still be some 
construction going on—I hope 
not—but if so, we will have to pro¬ 
ceed,” said Matthews. 

After the Law Faculty moves to 
the new building from its present 
quarters on the second floor of the 
McPherson Library, the School of 
Public Administration will move 
into the library offices, and the 
school’s present quarters in Craig- 
darroch Building in the Commons 
Block will be converted for student 
and other uses. These moves will 
likely not take place until the 
Christmas break, said Matthews. 
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Rural students get 
residence priority 


UVic is rapidly becoming the first choice 
“home away from home” for students 
throughout B.C., a study of UVic enrol¬ 
ment figures shows. 

Enrolment statistics for 1978-79 show 
that 44 percent of first year B.C. students 
attending UVic full-time came from rural 
areas in the interior and up-island 

“Traditionally, urban students have 
outnumbered rural students at B.C. univer¬ 
sities by a ratio of five to two. This is no 
longer the case at UVic,” says President 
Dr. Howard Fetch. 

The increased number of students com¬ 
ing from outside the Greater Victoria area 
means both increased economic benefit to 
the local community while students are 
here, and long-term benefits to the pro¬ 
vince as a whole when students return to 
other areas with their educations complete, 
says Fetch. 

However, it also brings additional prob¬ 
lems, he adds. 

There is a great and growing need to 
provide more accommodation space for 
students on campus. Unlike most other 
Canadian universities which have reached 
a ‘steady state' enrolment, UVic has yet to 
attain its full growth, and is currently 


adding new programs to its curriculum. 

“The availability of off-campus accom¬ 
modation within the price range of stu¬ 
dents is shrinking, and UVic must be in a 
position to make more student accommo¬ 
dation available on campus at a price that 
they can afford,” says Fetch. “On-campus 
residence accommodation is a key factor to 
the rural students' accessibility to 
university.” 

Though UVic increased its residence 
space to 900 beds with the addition of 300 
beds in 1978, demand is greater than ever, 
with about 1,500 applications already 
received (with a $50 deposit) for the 1980-81 
session to date. The university is hoping to 
add 350 more beds as soon as possible. 

Fetch adds that it is not UVic's intent to 
provide on-campus housing for all stu¬ 
dents, since there are people in the com¬ 
munity who like to have young people 
share their homes and who welcome the 
extra income, and there are some students 
who prefer to live off-campus. “Ferhaps a 
total of 1,600 beds for single students 
would be adequate. 

“Our priority for student on-campus res¬ 
idents is clear: first-time, full-time students 
from rural British Columbia.” 


Computing department established 


If approval is granted by the Universities 
Council of British Columbia UVic will 
have a Department of Computer Science 
beginning July 1. 

The new department has been approved 
by the UVic Board of Governors and 
Sendte. Dr. Ian Barrodale (Mathematics) 
was appointed chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Computer Science, effective July 1, 
at the April 21 BOG meeting. 

UVic Fresident Dr. Howard Fetch told 
the BOG that computer sciences is now 
part of the Department of Mathematics but 
has reached a stage in growth where it 
should be a separate department. 

Computer sciences is ’ one ot the most 
rapidly growing areas” of the university, 
said Fetch. There are about eight faculty 
members in the field now, and the number 
of students is growing rapidly, he said. 

The BOG approved the recommenda¬ 
tion from Senate after a few short ques¬ 
tions. BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe 
asked why there is need for two depart¬ 
ments when there is “so much commonal¬ 
ity” between mathematics and computing 
sciences in terms of shared resources such 
as library space and cross-teaching 
appointments. 


“It is for reasons of economy that they 
are together,” said Academic Vice- 
Fresident Dr. Alfred Fischer (Chemistry). 

Once the new department is estab¬ 
lished, undergraduate and graduate 
courses labelled C Sc will become part of 
the offerings of the Department of Compu¬ 
ter Science, and the present B.Sc. and 
M.Sc. degree programs in Computing 
Science will become part of the offerings of 
that department. 

Existing major and honors programs in 
mathematics with computing science 
emphasis will be redesignated as com¬ 
bined mathematics and computer science 
programs, with future revisions requiring 
joint action by the curriculum committees 
of the two departments. 

Combined mathematics and computer 
science co-op programs will also be estab¬ 
lished. First and second year co-op stu¬ 
dents planning degree programs in either 
mathematics or computer sciences would 
enter the combined program, while third 
year students would have the option of 
entering the math co-op program, the com¬ 
puter science co-op program, or remaining 
in the combined program. 
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AMS presents fee case 
one more time 


For the second time this year, the Alma 
Mater Society (AMS) has made a formal 
submission to the university Board of Gov¬ 
ernors (BOG) requesting that there be no 
increases in tuition fees at UVic until there 
are changes in the student financial aid 
plan and the student employment 
situation. 

Fee increases at this , time would incur 
particular hardships on students from out¬ 
side the Victoria area, female students, 
and students with pre-school children, said 
new AMS president Angus Christian 
(A&Sc-2) during a presentation to the open 
session of the April 21 board meeting. 

“It is the belief of the AMS that an 
increase in tuition fees at this time will 
contribute to the already difficult financial 
situation in which a considerable number 
of students find themselves, and that a 
number of these may be prohibited from 
returning to university next year,” states a 
two-page student brief which was read 
aloud by Christian. 

The student presentation was given a 
polite but non-encouraging reception by 
board members. 

“The board recognizes that a certain 
class of students is quite clearly disadvan- 
taged,^ but if we were to withhold any 
increase in fees until all these problems 
were resolved, I don't know when we would 
have an increase,” said board member 
Hugh Stephens. 

The first submission this year from stu¬ 
dents to the board concerning fees was 
made Feb. 18 by. former AMS vice- 
president Terry Johnson, Johnson was 
told by BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe 
that the board must know what the univer¬ 
sity's operating grant from the provincial 
government is before making any deci¬ 
sions on fee increases. 

The brief presented by Christian cited 
statistics from the “Report on Summer 
Employment, Summer 1979”, by Dr. Roy 
Watson (Sociology), from the UVic Office 
of Institutional Analysis, and from the 
City of Vidtoria planning department to 
make its case. 



Christian goes to BOG 


Christian said students coming to UVic 
from other areas of the province now 
account for nearly three-quarters of the 
undergraduate population on campus and 
the proportion is increasing. (See story, 
this issue.) 

“Some face high travel costs, all must 
find suitable accommodation. The 
extremely low vacancy rate ... and the 
recent lifting of the rent ceilings by the 
provincial government will undoubtedly 
combine to make non-university residence 
accommodation more expensive.” 

In 1979, 18.3 per cent of students had to 
look outside of the province for a source of 
income compared to 2.3 per cent in 1977, 
due to a decrease in summer employment 
prospects in most areas of British Colum¬ 
bia, he said. 

“This not only means additional travel 
costs, but also that more students are 
required to support themselves for a full 
year on summer earnings alone.” 

The new AMS president drew on the 
Report on Summer Employment to discuss 
the situation of female students. Although 
they are “slightly more likely” to find some 
kind of work during the summer “they are 
less like to find stable employment, and on 
the average earn less than male students. 


“This inability of many female students 
to earn an adequate summer income is 
reflected in a higher reliance by women on 
the support of their families. For female 
students from lower income families, the 
danger of not being able to attend univer¬ 
sity at all because of inadequate funds and 
increased cost, is therefore increased.” 

As for students with young children, 
Christian said those receiving day care 
subsidies will face a $20 monthly sur¬ 
charge next year. “If the Ministry of 
Human Resources does not raise the day 
care subsidy, these students will face a 
total added day care expense of $160 for the 
1980-81 academic year.” 

During the discussion period following 
Christian's presentation, board members 
quizzed the AMS president on some of the 
points made and outlined some of the prob¬ 
lems they say the BOG must consider in 
the tuition fee debate. 

“Is there no question of parental sacri¬ 
fice? Are parents involved in aiding stu- k 
dents... My parents were quite ready to 
sacrifice and help pay my tuition fees,” 
said board member Dr. Terry Huberts. 

Christian replied that the student aid 
program does not recognize that in some 
families there is a “breakup” between par¬ 
ents and children which cannot be docu¬ 
mented on paper. “Even though the 
students are independent, this is not recog¬ 
nized in the student aid program.” 

Asked by board member Sonia Birch- 
Jones whether the AMS submission was 
made principally on behalf of disadvan¬ 
taged students, Christian said “princi¬ 
pally, at the moment,yes.” 

His brief states-“admittedly, many stu¬ 
dents can well afford to contribute more to 
their education; our concern, however, is 
for those who cannot, and for whom there 
would appear to be no immediate relief, 
either from improved employment pros¬ 
pects, or from improvements in Student 
Financial Aid.” 

Stephens said “I think it impossible for 
this board to raise fees for some and not for 
nth firs. 

“Supposing there were an eight per cent 
increase” he said. “Would this not present 
a very small problem compared to other 
expenses faced by students outside of 
university?” 

Christian said he agrees that housing 
and food costs present a major problem to 
students, but believes that the university 
should not contribute to the problem. 

The AMS president was congratulated 
by Cunliffe on his presentation. ^ 

“It's a good brief. You've certainly hit 
the points. You have taken an intelligent 
approach. It's one more arrow in your little 
war.” 

“Going to university is still an elective 
thing,” he reminded the AMS president 
and a small group of students seated in the 
boardroom public gallery.

Lobb/Clement Photographs: Patterns and 
Inclinations, an exhibit of landscape pho¬ 
tography at the Maltwood Art Museum 
and Gallery May 7 to 27, will include three 
presentations titled “Music/Image Con¬ 
cepts” on May 9, 16 and 23 at 8 p.m. 

Created by George Clement, the music/ 
image program reflects a career-long desire 
by the artist to unite music and imagery. 
This has resulted to date in two works titled 
“Songs of the Heart in the State of the 
Heart” and “Songs of the Moon and a 
Planet”. 

Clement, whose major successes have 
been with screenprinting, is exhibiting 
only photography for the first time at this 
show. He is joined by Dr. Don Lobb, who is 
exhibiting photographic studies of the 
canyonland and slickrock area of south 
eastern Utah. 

Lobb's work is a study of the changing 
face of the landscape in the daily cycle of 
light from morning to sunset.

There is 
the dramatic light of sunrise and sunset, 
the subtle light in the narrow canyon.s dm 
ing the day, the glaring whiteness of surfa¬ 
ces in the open at noon, and the bluish cast 
of surfaces facing a northern sky.” 

Lobb was born and educated in Saskat¬ 
chewan, and he is presently a professor of 
Physics at UVic. Clement was born in 
Ottawa and educated at UVic where he 
received his degree in Fine Arts “with dis-
